TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  WORSLEY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  first  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1956.  The  report 
is  drawn  up  1 accordance  with  directions  contained  in  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  19/56  dated  11th  December,  1956. 

The  form  of  presentation  of  the  report  has  been  altered  from  that  to 
which  you  have  been  accustomed  in  previous  years,  in  that  the  ■various 
statistical  tables  have  been  collected  together  at  the  end  of  the  volume  for 
your  ready  reference,  while  the  main  body  of  my  report  and  the  accompanying 
report  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  is  not  unduly  weighted  with 
statistical  matter. 

Pull  comment  is  made  on  the  various  vital  statistics  in  the  report 
and  here  it  is  necessary  for  me  only  to  draw  attention  to  the  salient  features. 
Settled  conditions  and  a  high  level  of  prosperity  throughout  the  year  are 
reflected  in  the  high  birth-xate  of  18.2,  which  is  a  marked  increase  on  the  rate 
for  the  previous  year  (14<>4)  and  on  the  average  rate  lor  the  five  years 

1951  -  1955  04°  3)  • 

Cancer  is  becoming  more  prominent  as  a  cause  of  death,  and  it  is 
therefore  imperative  that  medical  advice  should  be  sought  by  those  in  middle  or 
later  life  if  suspicious  symptoms  make  their  appearance.  In  1956,  76  deaths 
were  due  to  this  cause,  representing  21%  of  all  deaths  in  the  District..  Much 
research  has  been  concentrated  over  many  years  on  this  strange  and  terrible 
disease,  and  it  is  therefore  of  great  significance  that  the  recent  report  of 
the  Medical  Research  Council  (which  had  been  prepared  after  surveying  evidence 
from  many  investigations  in  different  countries)  draws  attention  to  tobacco 
smoking  as  a  cause  of  lung  cancer.  The  death-rate  from  cancer  of  the  lung 
among  men  who  have  been  heavy  cigarette  smokers  is  nearly  40  times  that  which 
obtains  among  non-smokers.  Clearly,  therefore,  the  risk  to  health  which 
smoking  carries  should  be  made  plain  to  all,  and  every  effort  should  be  made  to 
discourage  young  people  from  taking  up  the  habit. 

Sonne  dysentery  outbreaks  are  becoming  all  too  common,  particularly 
among  our  infant  scholars,  and  292  cases  of  this  mild  but  troublesome  and  highly 
infectious  disease  were  notified  during  1956.  Attention  is  drawn  in  the  body 
of  the  report  to  the  importance  of  the  habit  of  handwashing  after  visiting  the 
toilet  which  is  the  only  effective  means  of  breaking  the  chain  of  infection.

There  1 0  cases  of  poliomyelitis  during  the  year  (7  paralytic, 

3  non-paralytic) ,  the  highest  incidence  since  1949.  In  this  connection  one 
might  mention  that  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  commenced  and  that 
209  Worsley  children  were  given  the  full  course  of  two  injections  during  the 
year.  None  of  these  children  developed  the  disease. 

I  must  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you  for  the  welcome 
extended  to  me,  first  as  your  Acting  Medical  Officer  of  Health  following  the 
death  of  the  late  Doctor  M.  K0  Carroll,  and  more  recently  as  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  To  Mr0  F.  Haworth  and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  my  thanks  are  due  for  their  loyal  co-operation  since  I  assumed 
office,  and  also  for  their  help  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.

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PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  Area  of  the  Urban  District  is  1.21+2  acres  and  is  bounded  on  the 
north  by  the  Borough  of  Famworth  and  the  Urban  District  of  Kearsley,  the 
Borough  of  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  on  the  east,  and  the  Borough  of  Eccles  and 
the  Urban  District  of  Irlam  to  the  south  and  the  County  Borough  of  Bolton  and 
Urban  District  of  Tyldesley  to  the  west. 

The  district  is  mixed  in  character  being  partly  rural,  partly 
residential  and  partly  industrial 0  A  large  part  of  the  district  is  subject  to 
mining  subsidence  and  a  large  area  of  agricultural  land  north  of  Malkins  Wood 
Farm,  Boothstown,  has  become  submerged  by  water 0 

The  district  is  well  served  by  transport  facilities,  both  rail  and 
bus  services.  The  Bridgewater  Canal,  along  which  large  quantities  of  coal  are 
transported,  traverses  the  district  from  east  to  west. 

Two  trunk  roads,  the  Liverpool  East  Lancashire  Road  (A.580)  and 
Manchester  Road  (A06)  pass  through  the  district.  In  addition  there  are  many 
mineral  lines  radiating  from  collieries  to  the  various  disposal  points. 

A  wide  variety  of  industry  is  carried  on  in  the  district  and  new 
ones  are  also  being  established.,  The  principal  industries  are  as  follows  :  - 
coal  mining,  cotton  spinning,  weaving  and  dyeing,  tailoring  and  garment  making, 
engineering,  chemical  manufacture  and  food  processing  and  packing. 

No  conditions  of  occupation  appear  to  have  had  a  prejudicial 
effect  on  the  health  of  residents  of  the  district. 

There  were  11,426  inhabited  houses  at  the  3^st  December.  This 
represents  an  occupational  density  of  2.63  persons  per  occupied  dwelling  house. 
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POPULATION 


The  resident  population  of  Worsley  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
as  at  mid-1956  was  33,05 0,  an  increase  of  1,330  on  the  estimated  population 
for  the  previous  year  (31,720)  and  an  increase  of  3,687  on  the  1951  Census 
population  (27,363).  Reference  to  Table  II  in  the  Appendix  will  give  some 
idea  of  the  rapid  growth  in  the  population  of  the  District  over  the  past  20 
years,  a  growth  which  has  been  due  both  to  natural  increase  and  in  recent  years 
to  the  "Overspill"  housing  development. 

BIRTHS  (See  Tables  I  and  II ) 

The  number  of  live  births  during  1956  was  600  (322  males  and  278 
females)  as  compared  with  458  in  1955.  This  gives  a  live  birth-rate  of  18.2 
per  1000  population,  which  is  substantially  higher  than  both  the  rate  for  the 
previous  year  (14.4)  and  the  average  rate  for  the  five  years  1951/55  (14„3) 

STILLBIRTHS  (See  Table  i) 

The  stillbirths  numbered  21  The  stillbirth  rate  was  34  per  1000 
live  and  stillbirths  as  compared  with  32  per  1000  in  1955  and  an  average  rate 
of  28.2  for  the  five  years  1951/55- 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY  (See  Table  i) 

No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  1956,  a  total  of  four 
such  deaths  had  occurred  during  the  five  years  1951/55- 

INFANT  MORTALITY  (See  Tables  I  and  II) 


During  1956  there  were  14  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age, 
which  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  23  per  1000  live  births.  This  rate 
compares  with  an  average  rate  of  22.6  for  the  five  years  1951/55  and  bears 
favourable  comparison  with  the  national  rate  of  23-8  in  1956. 

The  neonatal  deaths,  i.e.  the  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the 
first  month  of  life,  were  10,  giving  a  neonatal  mortality  of  17  per  1000  live 
births  as  compared  with  an  average  rate  of  1 5 ®  8  for  the  five  years  1951/55.

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DEATHS 


(See  Tables  I  to  IV ) 


The  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  during  the  year  was  359,  compared 
with  34 6  in  1955.  The  crude  death  rate  was  10.9  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
the  same  rate  as  in  the  previous  year.  If  the  death-rate  for  the  District  is 
to  be  fairly  compared  with  that  which  obtains  in  neighbouring  districts  it 
should  be  multiplied  by  the  Registrar  General’s  "comparability  factor"  (1.21 
for  Worsley)  to  give  the  "adjusted"  death-rate  of  13.1  per  1,000  population. 

This  factor  takes  into  account  the  differing  age  structure  of  the  populations 
in  different  districts  and.  in  respect  of  the  year  1956  and  subsequent  years, 
the  presence  or  absence  in  any  district  of  a  chronic  sick  hospital  (which  would 
otherwise  weight  unfavourably  the  death  rate  for  that  district) . 

The  causes  of  death  are  clearly  set  out  in  Table  III.  It  will  be 
seen  frcm  this  table  that  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  was  due  to  causes 
relating  to  the  heart  or  circulatory  system  (causes  Nos.  17  to  21 )  which 
together  accounted  for  18?  deaths  or  52$  of  the  total.  The  high  proportion 
of  deaths  due  to  cancer  is  given  separate  mention  below,  as  is  also  the 
satisfactory  decline  in  the  importance  of  tuberculosis  as  a  cause  of  death. 

Prom  Table  IV  it  will  be  noted  with  satisfaction  that  out  of  the 
total  of  359  deaths  during  the  year  so  many  as  242  i.e.  76$  were  those  of 
persons  of  65  years  of  age  or  more.

The  76  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1956  represent  21$  of  all  deaths 
in  the  district,  and  give  a  cancer  mortality  rate  of  2„30  per  1,000  population. 
The  national  rate  for  1956  was  2„27  per  1,000  for  men  and  1.89  per  1,000  for 
wccnen . 


Cancer  is  becoming  more  prominent  as  a  cause  of  death.  In  part  this 
trend  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  elimination  or  reduction  of  other  causes  of 
death,  and  in  part  it  may  be  due  to  the  fact  that  an  increasing  proportion  of 
persons  now  survive  to  the  time  of  life  when  they  may  became  candidates  for 
this  disease.  Nevertheless,  there  appears  to  be  a  very  real  increase  in  its 
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incidence ,  and  it  is  therefore  imperative  that  medical  advice  should  be  sought 
by  those  in  middle  or  later  life  if  suspicious  symptoms  make  their  appearance. 

UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS  AND  INQUESTS 

During  the  year  there  were  52  deaths  (36  male,  16  female)  in  which 
the  causes  of  death  were  certified  after  post-mortem  examination  and/or 
coroner’s  inquests.  This  represents  14«4^  of  all  the  deaths  in  the  district. 

There  were  39  inquests  held  and  the  coroner’s  verdict  was  as

PEEVAMICE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

There  were  580  notifications  of  infectious  disease  (including 
tuber culosis)  during  the  year  as  compared  with  542  during  1955. 


The  distribution  of  these  cases  as  between  various  age  groups  and 
in  the  various  wards  of  the  District  is  shown  in  Table  V  while  in  Table  VI  the 
infectious  diseases  experience  in  1 956  is  seen  along  with  that  of  the  preceding 
21  years. 


The  high  incidence  of  dysentery  during  the  year  is  at  once  apparent 
on  reference  to  the  latter  table.  292  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as 
compared  with  77  in  1955  and  26  in  1954.  The  age  group  principally  affected 
was  the  5  to  9  year-olds,  and  the  highest  incidence  was  in  Hulton  East  Ward. 

The  control  of  this  mild  but  highly  infectious  disease  is  extremely  difficult 
among  young  children.  It  appears  to  spread  directly  from  child  to  child 
through  personal  contact  and  through  the  medium  of  inanimate  objects  such  as 
toys,  pencils  and  lavatory  seats.  The  provision  of  adequate  washing  facilities 
in  all  our  schools  (with  hot  as  well  as  cold  water)  is  the  lirst  essential. 

The  inculcation  of  the  habit  of  handwashing  after  visiting  the  toilet  should  be 
so  effective  that  this  becomes  an  automatic  routine  about  which  the  child  does 
not  need  to  think. 

Ten  cases  of  poliomyelitis  (7  paralytic,  3  non-paralytic)  were 
notified,  the  highest  incidence  for  any  year  since  1949. 

There  were  58  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified  as  compared  with 
30  during  1955* 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


Statistical  particulars  relative  to  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  are 
given  in  Tables  VII,  VIII,  and  IX.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  were  29  new  cases 
during  the  year  (26  respiratory  and  3  non- respiratory)  and  that  there  were  3 
deaths o  These  three  deaths  represent  a  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  of  0*09 
per  1,000  population,  which  compares  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  0.12 

The  picture  in  regard  to  tuberculosis  in  Worsley  in  complicated  by 
the  effect  of  the  selection  of  tenants  for  the  Salford  "overspill1  housing 
estates  at  Little  Hulton,  and  it  will  be  seen  from  Table  VIII  that  there  was 
during  the  year  a  net  increase  of  60  in  the  total  number  of  cases  known  to  the 
Department  and  resident  in  the  District. 

Modern  methods  of  treatment  have  very  dramatically  reduced  the  death 
rate  from  this  disease,  as  can  be  seen  from  Table  IX*  Unfortunately,  however, 
it  happens  in  some  cases  that  though  the  treatment  prolongs  life  for  many  years 
it  does  not  effect  complete  cessation  of  activity  of  the  disease  and  the  patient 
passes  into  a  stage  of  chronic  infectivity*  Such  sufferers  from  tuberculosis 
have  a  moral  duty  to  the  community  to  ensure  that  they  do  not  pass  on  their 
infection  to  others. 

We  must  never  forget  that  respiratory  tuberculosis  in  its  active 
stage  is  an  infectious  disease  to  which  young  children  and  adolescents  are 

particularly  susceptible* 

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

Taccinat ion  against  Smallpox 

This  is  advised  at  about  3  months  of  age.  Infant  vaccination  gives  a 
measure  of  protection  to  the  individual  for  many  years;  should  the  disease  be 
contracted  subsequently  it  is  generally  in  a  modified  lorm  and  a  fata**  issue 

is  ’unlikely.

Tmrmmi  s ation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council,  parents  have  the 
choice  of  having  children  immunised  from  the  age  of  f  our  months  ( 1 )  by  a 
"triple”  vaccine  giving  protection  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  and 
tetanus;  (2)  by  a  "combined"  vaccine  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough; 

(3)  against  whooping  cough  only;  and  (A)  against  diphtheria  only.  In  the  case 
of  "triple",  "combined”  or  whooping  cough  immunisation,  three  injections  are 
given  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  one  month. 
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Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Wnooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  (Continued) 

These  protective  injections  are  given  free  of  charge  at  Clinics  and 
by  general  practitioners  at  their  surgeries 0  The  County  Council  pays  a  fee  to 
general  practitioners  for  sending  in  a  record  card  containing  particulars  of 

these  iramuni sat ions.

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council  in  accordance  with 
instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  parents  of  children  born  in  the 
years  1947  -  1954  inclusive  were  imrited  to  register  their  children  for 
vaccination  with  the  newly  produced  British  vaccine  against  poliomyelitis. 
1686  Worsley  children  were  so  registered,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the 
vaccination  of  209  of  them  (by  two  injections)  had  been  completed„ 


B.  Co  0.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 


Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council,  parents  of  children 
about  to  leave  school  may  be  invited  to  give  their  consent  to  their  children 
being  skin-tested  for  susceptibility  to  tuberculosis,  and  to  their  being 
vaccinated  against  tuberculosis  with  B.  C.  G.  vaccine  if  the  skin-test  shawo 
them  to  be  susceptible  to  this  disease. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT ,  1948 

Under  Section  47  of  this  Act  (amended  in  1951)  a  Local  Authority 
mav  apply  to  a  Court  for  an  Order  for  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  or 
Part  III  accommodation  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  which  they  are 
unable  to  provide  for  themselves  and  which  they  are  not  receiving  from  other 

persons. 

No  case  arose  during  the  year  in  which  it  was  necessary  to  take 
action  under  this  section.

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  in  his  capacity  as  Divisional  Medical

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  district  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  Tear 
ended  31st  December,  1956. 

The  year  1956  was  an  eventful  one  in  so  far  as  two  important  pieces 
of  legislation  relating  to  Public  Health  came  into  operation  during  the  year. 
The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  were  operative  for  the  major  part  of  the  year  and 
much  of  your  Inspectors'  time  has  been  spent  on  this  important  aspect  of  public 
health.  A  number  of  the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  became  operative  on 
the  31st  December  but  their  effect  will  not  be  felt  until  next  year. 

Good  progress  was  made  in  slum  clearance;  sixty-two  houses  were 
represented  to  the  Council  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  the  re¬ 
housing  of  the  occupants  of  School  Street  and  Johnson  Street  area  was  commenced 
towards  the  latter  end  of  the  year. 

It  was  pleasing  to  note  that  much  repair  work  to  dwelling-houses  was 
oeing  carried  out  in  the  district  without  notice  from  the  department,  and  it 
was  also  a  source  of  satisfaction  that  cur  notices  were  complied  with  more 
speedily  than  for  some  years  past,  and  consequently  less  time  was  spent  in 
persuading  proper ty  repairers  to  carry  out  repairs  on  behalf  of  owners. 

A  disturbing  feature  of  our  present  age  is  the  indiscriminate  tipping 
of  refuse  by  persons,  including  property  repairers  and  members  of  the  "do  it 
course 11  movement,  in  our  back  streets  and  on  open  land.  This  is  a  deplorable 
practice  and  an  appeal  is  made  to  the  civic  pride  of  householders  and  others  in 
the  district  to  dispose  of  this  type  of  refuse  in  an  approved  way. 

Several  complaints  of  dust  nuisance  from  coal  stacks  were  received 
from  persons  living  in  close  proximity  to  these  dumps.  Some  of  the  dumps  have 
been  in  use  for  a  considerable  number  of  years  and  new  houses  have  been  built 
quite  close  to  them.  This  indicates  the  need  for  constant  vigilance  on  the  part 
of  our  Town  Planners  to  ensure  that  industry  does  not  unnecessarily  interfere 
with  the  comfort  of  our  citizens  in  their  homes. 

It  was  not  possible  to  achieve  a  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse 
during  the  year  and  it  was  obvious  that  without  a  radical  re-organisation  of 
the  refuse  collection  system  little  improvement  would  result.  Consequently 
much  preparatory  work  was  undertaken  with  a  view  to  re-organising  the  service 
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and  although  the  Council  agreed  to  certain  changes  in  the  system  these  could 
not  be  put  into  operation  until  the  following  year. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee,  and  to  all  members  of  the  staff  for  their  assistance 
and  support  throughout  the  year. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  late  Doctor  Carroll, 
whom  I  had  the  pleasure  of  serving  both  as  Additional  and  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector  for  over  eleven  years.  Her  death  deprived  the  district  of  a  respected 
and  loyal  servant,  both  in  her  capacity  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
General  Practitioner,  and  her  work  for  the  town  will  long  be  remembered.

COMPLAINTS 


470  complaints  of  nuisances,  housing  defects  etc.,  were  received  by 
personal  calls  at  the  office,  by  letter  or  by  telephone.  Types  of  complaints 
received  are  set  out  in  Table  X. 

All  conplaints  are  investigated  and  appropriate  action  taken. 

VISITS  AND  INSPECTIONS 

An  indication  of  the  nature  and  scope  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector's  work  can  be  seen  from  the  list  of  visits  made  to  premises  as  shown 
in  Table  XI. 

Of  a  total  of  6,490  visits,  1,621  were  made  in  respect  of  housing 
defects  and  644  to  food,  premises. 

NOTICES  SERVED  AND  LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS 


As  in  previous  years  the  bulk  of  sanitary  improvements  were  secured 
as  a  result  of  informal  action  under  the  Public  Health  Housing  and  other 
z-elevant  Acts.  4&3  informal  notices  were  served,  and  it  was  only  necessary  to 
serve  statutory  notices  in  30  instances „ 

In  two  instances  it  was  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings  to 
secure  abatement  of  nuisances.  A  conviction  was  obtained  in  each  case, (Table  XII.) 

HOUSING  REPAIRS  AND  OTHER  SANITARY  IMPROVEMENTS 

As  a  result  of  action  under  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts,  700 
housing  defects  and  other  nuisances  were  remedied.  Details  of  these  improve¬ 
ments  are  shown  in  Table  XIII. 

It  was  noticeably  easier  for  the  department  to  secure  repairs  to 
houses  than  at  any  time  since  the  end  of  the  war,  due  mainly  to  contractors 
being  more  ready  to  accept  work  of  this  nature. 

In  contrast  it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  tor  owners  to 
engage  contractors  willing  to  undertake  the  clearance  of  choked  drains,  and 
without  the  co-operation  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor's  Department  who  carried 
out  much  of  this  work  on  behalf  of  owners,  it  would  have  been  extremely 
difficult  to  ensure  the  speedy  abatement  of  these  nuisances. 
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SLUM  CLEARANCE 


Clearance  Areas 

Steady  progress  was  made  during  the  year  and  62  houses  were  represented 
to  the  Council  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

19  Houses  in  Highfield  Road  and  Watson  Street,  Little  Hulton,  were 
declared  a  Clearance  Area  and  the  order  was  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  for  confirmation,. 

In  addition  43  houses  were  dealt  with  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing 
Act  9  1 936 ,  as  individually  unfit  houses . 

A  start  was  made  to  rehouse  the  occupants  of  the  School  Street  and 

Johnson  Street  area* 

Compensation 

The  Slum  Clearance  (Compensation)  Act,  1956,  provides  for  the  payment 
of  compensation  in  respect  of  certain  unfit  houses  which  are  subject  to 
Compulsory  Purchase,  Clearance,  Demolition  or  Closing  Orders.  The  purpose  of 
the  act  is  to  mitigate  hardship  because  of  the  resumption  of  slum  clearance. 

Payments  have  already  been  made  in  certain  cases  and  more  will  have 
to  be  paid  as  the  Council 9s  Clearance  programme  proceeds. 


This  additional  expenditure  has  not  30  far  affected  the  determination 
of  'she  Council  to  clear  the  unfit  houses  in  the  district. 

ENQUIRIES  FROM  PURCHASERS  OF  HOUSES 

Many  intending  purchasers  of  houses  in  the  district  make  enquiries 
regarding  the  future  life  of  the  properties.  In  addition,  applications  for  loans 
for  house  purchase  and  for  improvement  grants  in  respect  of  doubtful  properties, 
are  submitted  to  the  Department  for  observation. 

This  aspect  of  our  work  is  becoming  increasingly  important  and  is 
taking  more  of  our  time. 

Not  only  do  intending  purchasers  want  to  know  whether  houses  are 
included  in  the  Council's  slum  clearance  programme,  but  if  they  are  not,  we  are 
asked  to  give  an  estimated  life  of  the  property.  The  information  we  give  no 
doubt  has  seme  influence  on  the  selling  prices  of  the  houses. 

HOUSING  STATISTICS 

Scrutiny  of  Table  XIV  shows  the  continued  development  of  the  district. 
The  Council  completed  11 9  houses  and  flats  for  local  needs  and  322  houses  and 
flats  for  rehousing  people  from  Salford.  In  addition  101  houses  were  built  for 

private  purchase. 
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Housing  Statistics  (Continued) 


63  schemes  involving  74  houses  were  submitted  to  the  Council  for 
improvement  grants.  During  this  year  application  was  received  from  an  cwner  of 
a  terrace  of  rented  houses  for  an  Improvement  grant,  and  was  the  first  scheme 
of  this  nature  to  be  approved.  All  other  grants  have  been  paid  to  owner 
occupiers . 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Pood 

Slaughtering  took  place  at  five  of  the  six  registered  slaughterhouses 
and  172  visits  were  made  to  these  slaughterhouses.  281  bovines,  11 66  lambs  and 
236  pigs  were  slaughtered  and  inspected. 

The  figures  in  Table  XV  show  an  increase  in  the  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  but  once  again,  owing  to  the  quality  of  animal  slaughtered  the 
amount  of  meat  condemned  was  comparatively  small,  amount ing  only  to  7  cuts. 

2  qrs.  b-i  lbs. 

The  inspection  of  other  types  of  food  is  carried  out  during  routine 
visits  and  on  the  special  request  of  shop  keepers.  A  total  of  9  tons  9  cwts. 

2  qrs.  12  lbs0  of  food  was  condemned  during  the  year.  (Table  XVl).  The  bulk 
of  this  food  consisted  of  tinned  fruit  imported  for  rescanning  and  had  been 
damaged  in  transit.  All  condemned  food  was  disposed  of  on  the  Council’s 
controlled  tip. 

Adulteration  of  Food 

94  Samples  of  milk  and  61  samples  of  other  food  were  taken  in  the 
district  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council’s  Inspectors  and  submitted  to  the 
Public  Analyst  for  examination. 

2  Samples  of  milk,  one  of  pork  sausage  and  2  of  flour  were  found  to 

be  nor  genuine. 

Details  of  samples  and  action  taken  are  shown  in  Table  XVII. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  this 
information. 

Food  Hygiene 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955  came  into  operation  on  the 
1st  January,  1956,  with  the  exception  of  certain  Regulations  relating  to 
structural  matters  which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  July,  1956.  These 
Regulations  replace  the  somewhat  simple  provisions  of  Section  13  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  with  more  detailed  requirements  applicable  to  a  greater 
number  of  food  premises.  The  requirements  relating  to  personal  washing,  the 
provision  of  sinks  with  hot  and  cold  water;  the  provisions  relating  to 
temperature  control  of  certain  foods;  and  the  prohibition  of  smoking  in  lood 
premises,  are  among  the  more  important  changes  in  legislation. 
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Fo od  Hygiene  (Continued) 


Daring  the  year  the  Regulations  were  explained  to  the  food  traders 
at  a  meeting  organised  by  the  Chamber  of  Trade. 

Table  XVTII  shows  the  number  and  types  of  food  premises  in  the 
district  together  with  those  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955. 


644  Inspections  were  made  to  the  different  types  of  food  premises  as 
detailed  in  Table  XI. 

64  written  informal  notices  were  served  under  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  and  it  should  be  said  that,  in  the  main,  full  co-operation  was 
obtained  from  food  traders  in  the  administration  of  the  Regulations.  Table  XIX 
summarises  the  improvements effected  during  the  year. 

Milk  and  Dairies 

Number  of  distributors  registered  by  the  local  authority  are 
detailed  in  Table  XX„  As  the  district  is  a  specified  area  the  premises 
registered  as  dairies  are  used  solely  for  the  storage  of  milk  in  bottles  and 
there  is  consequently  little  danger  of  contamination. 

Ice  Cream 


35  Visits  were  paid  to  premises  registered  for  the  sale  and 
manufacture  of  ice  ere am 0  There  is  one  major  manufacturer  of  ice  cream  in  the 
district o  17  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Twenty  smoke  observations  and  fourteen  inspections  to  boiler  plant 
were  made  in  1956.  In  addition  a  further  twenty-six  visits  were  made  in 
respect  of  complaints  of  grit  and  dust  emission. 

The  latter  nuisance  is  becoming  increasingly  prevalent  in  the 
district.  The  sources  of  grit  and  dust  are  not  mainly  from  factories  or 
railway  engines  but  from  coal  dumps  and  coal  handling  plant.  The  development 
of  building  had  brought  houses  into  close  proximity  to  these  dumps  and  coal 
handling  plant.  Previously  these  places  had  been  situated  in  isolated  areas  of 
our  district.  It  is  instances  of  this  nature  that  illustrate  the  need  for 
careful  planning  of  industrial  and  housing  sites. 
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Atmospheric  Pollution  (Continued) 


During  the  year  consultations  were  again  held  with  the  National  Coal 
Board  regarding  smoke  nuisance  from  locomotives  employed  on  the  mineral  lines. 
All  they  could  offer  at  the  present  time  was  more  efficient  stoking  of  the 
engines  but  owing  to  the  steep  gradient  of  a  number  of  lines  it  is  felt  that 
nothing  more  than  the  replacement  of  coal  fired  locomotives  by  other  types  will 
solve  the  problem.  In  ihis  direction  the  National  Coal  Board  could  well  follow 
the  improvements  effected  in  other  branches  of  their  industry. 

In  July,  1956  apparatus  to  measure  the  amount  of  sulphur  dioxide 
in  the  air  was  installed  at  Parr  Fold  Park  and  Peel  Park  by  the  Manchester  and

These  figures  are  an  estimation  of  the  amount  of  Sulphur  dioxide 
expressed  as  mgms.  SO  / day/ 1 OOCm  Batch  A.Fb02  and  indicated  that  there  is  a 
considerable  pollution'of  the  atmosphere  over  the  district. 

This  type  of  pollution  is  invisible,  unlike  smoke  and  grit,  yet  is 
equally  as  harmful,  arxi  it  is  regretted  that  the  Clear  Air  Act,  1956,  pari  of 
which  came  into  operation  on  the  31st  October,  1956  makes  no  direct  attempt  to 
deal  with  this  problem. 


GENERAL  SANITATION 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  towns  water  is  obtained  from  the  mains  supply  of  the  Bolton  and 
Manchester  Corporations.  With  the  exception  of  the  farm  cottage  at  Rawsons 
i’th  Nook  every  house  in  the  district  is  connected  to  the  mains  and  has  its  own 
internal  water  supply.  The  water  is  of  good  quality  and  is  maintained  at 
constant  pressure. 

As  a  result  of  representations  to  the  owners  improvements  were 
effected  to  the  well  at  the  farm  Rawsons  i’th  Nook  and  the  latest  sample 
submitted  for  analysis  after  these  works  had  been  completed  proved  satisfactory. 

STREAMS 


Ten  inspections  of  streams  were  made  during  the  year.  In  three  cases 
sources  of  pollution  were  found  and  in  two  instances  improvements  were 
effected. 
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GENERAL  SANITATION  (CONTINUED) 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


The  drainage  and  sewerage  system  is  of  the  type  known  as  the  dual 
system  in  which  the  foul  sewage  and  surface  water  are  conveyed  in  separate 
sewers  to  their  points  of  outlet.  Extensions  were  made  to  the  sewers  to  serve 
Council  and  private  housing  estates.  Except  for  a  few  isolated  farms  and 
cottages  the  whole  of  the  district  is  on  a  proper  sewerage  system.  Sewers  in 
certain  areas  of  the  district  are  subject  to  damage  from  time  to  time  from 
mining  subsidence 0  The  sewage  from  a  small  area  in  Little  Hulton  is  treated 
at  the  Worsley  Road  sewage  works,  the  remainder  is  conveyed  by  trunk  sewer  to 
the  Eccles  Corporation  sewage  works  for  treatment.

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

One  licence  to  station  a  caravan  on  land  was  issued  under  the 
provision  of  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

104  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  licenced  and  unlicensed 

caravans . 


Considerable  trouble  was  experienced  when  a  large  group  of  itinerant 
caravan  dwellers  came  into  the  district  overnight  and  made  an  encampment  in  the 
Little  Hulton  area.  These  persons  were  causing  a  serious  nuisance  on  the  site 
and  it  was  only  by  resolute  action  in  co-operation  with  the  County  Police  that 
their  3peedy  removal,  within  a  week,  was  effected. 


FACTORIES  ACT «  1937  AND  1946 

154  visits  were  made  to  factories  for  purposes  of  provisions  as  to 
health.  Nine  written  notices  ve re  served  in  respect  of  23  defects.  (Table  XXII; 

The  number  of  outworkers  in  the  district  is  increasing  and  now  totals 
22.  They  are  all  employed  in  tailoring  and  garment  making  trade. 

A  case  of  infectious  disease  occurred  in  one  house  and  arrangements 
were  made  for  the  disinfection  of  a  number  of  garments  before  return  to  the 
factory. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1950 

191  inspections  were  made  with  reference  to  the  health  and  welfare 
provisions  of  the  Act  and  55  inspections  for  purposes  of  hours  of  closing.

RODENT  CONTROL 

One  full  time  rodent  operative  is  employed  on  this  work.  A  free 
service  is  given  to  householders  and  a  charge,  based  on  the  time  spent  and 
materials  used,  is  made  for  the  treatment  of  infestations  at  business  premises. 

203  treatments  for  rats  and  95  for  mice  were  carried  out  and  entailed 
1,087  visits  (Table  XXIIl). 

The  twice  yearly  baiting  of  sewers  was  carried  out  in  April  and 
September.  There  was  no  serious  infestation  of  the  Council  s  sewers.

Once  again  I  have  to  report  that  it  has  not  been  possible  to 
maintain  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse ,  the  intervals  between  collections 
varying  from  seven  to  twelve  days. 

Seven  vehicles,  one  of  which  is  used  as  a  spare  wagon,  are  employed 
in  the  collection  of  refuse,  and  a  Chaseside  Shovel  and  Bulldozer  is  used  for 
controlling  the  tip.  (Table  XXIV). 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a  detailed  study  of  the  present 

methods  of  collection  was  made.  As  a  result  of  this  survey  a  scheme  of 

re-organisation  was  submitted  to  the  Council,  which  was  accepted  in  principle 
but  could  not  be  put  into  operation  until  a  larger  type  of  collecting  vehicle
